Prisoners at Atlanta’s federal 
penitentiary, many of them 
serving sentences for bank irre- 
gularities, are paying the bank.

A switch in the migration 
route of caribou herds has left 
a tiny colony of Eskimos 
threatened with starvation -in 
an isolated corner of Canada’s 


But the natives' misfortune 1s 
being turned into a minor bonanza, 
for the Canadian Resources Depart- 
ment, in announcing a flying’ relicf 
expedition, also disclosed that the 
seven Eskimo famllics would be 
signed up for “baby bonuses” under 
the Gevernment’s Family Allowance 
Act which provides monthly pay- 
ments for ql! children up to 16. 


This windfall will be news to the 
tribesmen, for white men rarely 
visit their territory in the south- 
West segment of Keewatin, just 
north of the Manitoba border on the 
shore of Lake Bucltin, oe 


More ‘primitive than other Eskimo 
groups because of this isolation, the 
colony lives exclusively: off carlbou 
and fish, so when the migrating 
herds of caribou wandered off their 
customary path through the area 
this year, the Eskimos were left Jn 
destRution, .

Visitors to Taiwan are 9p .to be 
heard comparing this green stand 4o 
Florida, Puerto Rico, Mexico or 
whatever other semi-tropical place 
they have seen In the movies or 
visited. But, Taiwan has an in- 
dividual complex: of characteristics 
that may be traced te its series of 
colonisers, conquerors and emigrants, 
Though now a pant of China, it hag 
only been so for ‘two years in recent 
times and clearly shows cultural 
nnd economle effects of the 50 years 
of Jupanese occupation.

Cultural Imprints 


Particularly impressive to forelgn/ 
visitors are the cultural imprints 
of Jnpanese occupation.

stand against It, 

At present, the monarchists are 
divided into several groups. Some 
string along with Franco because 
they are against any change while 
the internatlonal, situation iy un- 
settled. Others are opposed in 
principle to Franco's continuance 
because it blocks the restoration. 
Then there are the different groups 
with thelr own candidates for the 
crown. 

The consensus is that the 
monarchist catise has been brought 
to a standstill, ot least for the time 
being, along with other  clements 


that oppose Franco's regime.
